Folklore in Brazil 
Folklore consists of culture, in¬ 
cluding stories, music, dance, 
legends, oral history, proverbs, 
jokes, popular beliefs, customs 
and so forth within a particular 
population comprising the tra¬ 
ditions (including oral tradi¬ 
tions) of that culture, 
subculture, or group. It is also 
the set of practices through 
which those expressive genres 
are shared. Folklore can be di¬ 
vided into four areas of study: 
artifact (such as voodoo dolls), 
describable and transmissible 
entity (oral tradition), culture, 
and behavior (rituals). These 
areas do not stand alone, how¬ 
ever, as often a particular item 


or element may fit into more 
than one of these areas. 

Most of the time the authors 
are unknown. 

Brazil has musical tradition. 
The inhabitants manufactured 
among others, tambu, tambor 
(Tambu drum, marimba, 
maraca (rattle), wiri, and the 
guitar tre, a guitar-like instru¬ 
ment with three double strings 
(six strings in all). The parish 
also has composers, musical 
instruments players, singers 
and joke tellers, since 1861 
Aruba had drum players. 
Nowadays the drum playing is 
still practiced mostly by the 
Krozendijk, Quant, Maduro, 
Vos, Ras and Thiel families. 


In the past the ‘Tambu’ was 
made of the trunk of the ‘Pal- 
isia tree, a native tree of 

Aruba. Afterwards, the 
Lago oil refinery established 
itself on Aruba and introduced 
the nail drum and it was called 
‘drum’. One of the ‘tambu’ 
songs says: ‘Ay tambu y mi 
tambulero, bati’e bari bo com- 
pana mi, pa complace cu mi 
amigonan fo’i anochi te 
may an’. 

So everyone is invited to 
come and visit the Centro di 
Bario Brazil in the Brazil dis¬ 
trict and learn more about this 
rich culture.

Aznavour back on stage in 2011 for possibly 
last concert 


PARIS, France (AFP) 
Charles Aznavour, 86-year-old 
star of French song, next year 
plans to return to the Paris 
stage that launched his career 
55 years ago, hinting, but not 
for the first time, it may be his 
last goodbye. 

"I'm coming back to the 
Olympia theatre. We'll close 
the circle at the Olympia be¬ 
cause I'll be 87, almost 88. At 
some point I'll have to stop," 
he said yesterday. 


After announcing his retire¬ 
ment in 1999, then again in 
2000, and crooning through a 
farewell foreign tour in 2006, 
Aznavour went on tour again 
in 2007. 

Aznavour, who was bom to 
Armenian parents and was last 
year appointed ambassador to 
Switzerland for Armenia, said 
that this time he planned to in¬ 
terpret nine new songs among 
23 he recently penned. 

It will be his first concert in 


France since 2007 and his first 
in three decades at the 
Olympia. 

Asked whether he would 
announce his retirement during 
the Olympia concerts, he 
merely said "perhaps the star 
will say an 'au revoir.” 

He also plans a new book 
next year in which "I'll talk 
about how, like in everything, 
age has its springs, its au¬ 
tumns, its winters and sum¬ 
mers." 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Dutch police have charged two 
men taken off a flight from the 
United States with "prepara¬ 
tion of a terrorist attack," ABC 
News reported yesterday, cit¬ 
ing US and Dutch law enforce¬ 
ment officials. 

A spokesman for the Dutch 
public prosecutor told the news 
network that the men were ar¬ 
rested "at the request of Ame¬ 
rican authorities," adding that 
"the investigation is ongoing." 

ABC News identified the 
men as Ahmed Mohamed 
Nasser al-Soofi and Hezam al- 
Murisi, and said Soofi was 
from Yemen, citing one of the 
man's neighbors. 

The men were apparently 
allowed to board a United Air¬ 
lines flight from Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois to Amsterdam despite a 
slew of security concerns, be¬ 
ginning in Birmingham, Ala¬ 
bama, where Soofi appears to 
have started his journey. 

Airport screeners there re¬ 
portedly stopped him because 
of his "bulky clothing." They 
uncovered he was carrying 
7,000 dollars in cash, and then 
opened his luggage, ABC 
News said. 


There they found a cell¬ 
phone taped to a Pepto-Bismol 
bottle, three cellphones taped 
together and several watches 
taped together, but because no 
explosives were discovered, he 
was cleared for the flight to 
Chicago. 

Once at Chicago's O'Hare 
International Airport, he ap¬ 
pears to have checked his lug¬ 
gage on a flight bound for 
Yemen, with scheduled stops 
in both Washington's Dulles 
airport and Dubai. But he did 
not board the flight. 

Instead, he was joined by 
Murisi, ABC said, and the pair 
boarded a flight to Amsterdam. 

The flight carrying Soofi's 
luggage reportedly travelled to 
Washington's Dulles airport, 
from where it was about to de¬ 
part to Dubai and then on to 
Yemen when officials learned 
his bags were on board but he 
was not. 

The plane was ordered to 
return to the gate, where the 
baggage was removed, though 
officials said no explosives 
were detected. 

Soofi and Murisi were de¬ 
tained when their flight arrived 
in Amsterdam.

Obama visits US troops, plans Bush 
call ahead of Iraq speech 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama met 
yesterday with wounded US 
soldiers and prepared to call 
his predecessor George W. 
Bush a day ahead of an address 
marking the official end of the 
US combat mission in Iraq. 

Yesterday afternoon, 
Obama’s convoy headed to the 
Walter Reed military hospital, 
in the north of US capital 
Washington, to meet with 
American troops injured in 
combat. 

Obama is also scheduled to 
meet US soldiers recently re¬ 
turned from Iraq on Tuesday at 
a Texas military base before 
returning to Washington to 
give the speech to the nation 
from the Oval Office. 

Though Bush returned to 
Texas to work on his memoirs 
after leaving office, the White 
House said Obama was not 
likely to see his predecessor 
while in the state. 

”1 don't think we've got 
plans to see him, but my sense 
is that it will be one of the calls 
that he makes tomorrow," 
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White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs told reporters. 

Obama similarly consulted 
Bush, the architect of the 2003 
US-led invasion of Iraq, before 
delivering the February 2009 
speech in which he laid out the 
timeline with the withdrawal 
of US troops from the country. 

As of today, there will be 
fewer than 50,000 US soldiers 
in the country, tasked primarily 
with training their Iraqi coun¬ 
terparts, counterterrorism ef¬ 
forts and protecting and 
assisting with reconstruction 


KINSHASA, Dr Congo 
(AFP) - Paris-based media 
watchdog Reporters Without 
Borders warned yesterday of 
a "steady decline" in work 
conditions for journalists in 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo ahead of presidential 
elections next year. 

In an open letter with Kin¬ 
shasa-based media rights 
group Journalists in Danger, 
the organisation urged Presi¬ 
dent Joseph Kabila "to under¬ 
take ... courageous and major 
reforms to promote press 
freedom" in the country. 

The groups said a warning 
they made in June about 
threats, arrests and murders 
had been ignored as had a 
complaint about difficulties 
foreign journalists face in re¬ 
porting on the country.

According to the timeline 
Obama set in 2009, and a secu¬ 
rity agreement with Iraq that 
he inherited from the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, the departure of 
all US troops from the country 
should be complete by Decem¬ 
ber 2011. 

Obama opposed the March 
2003 invasion of Iraq from the 
beginning, and Gibbs said yes¬ 
terday that history appeared to 
bear out the wisdom of his op¬ 
position. 

"If you look back to the de¬ 
bate in 2002 and in early 2003, 
I think there's no doubt that 
there were a series of miscal¬ 
culations that were made as we 
got into Iraq," he said. 

"I don't think there's any 
doubt that both the way we 
went in and with the type of re¬ 
sources that we went in with, 
we made some pretty huge 
strategic and tactical errors," 
Gibbs added. 


"Nothing has been done to 
improve the situation in the 
two months since then," they 
said. 

"Our organisations have 
even registered 10 more de¬ 
liberate attacks on journalists 
and media in the past two 
months, attacks that could 
foreshadow even greater re¬ 
pression in the run-up to next 
year's elections," they added. 

The two groups also 
voiced concern in particular 
about the head of a newspa¬ 
per held on treason charges 
who risks between 20 years 
in jail and death for having 
published in 2009 a statement 
by Hutu rebels of the Rwanda 
Democratic Liberation 
Forces (FDLR), who operate 
in the east of the country. 


VERACRUZ, Mexico (AFP) - 
At least seven people have 
been killed in clashes between 
Mexican soldiers and likely 
drug gangs not far from where 
72 migrants were massacred 
last week, the military said 
yesterday. 

The clashes began Sunday 
night in the city of Panuco, 
bordering northeastern 

Tamaulipas state which has 
seen a recent eruption of vio¬ 
lence, including explosives at¬ 
tacks and the murder of a 
mayor in recent days. 

Six suspects and one soldier 
were killed and five soldiers 
were wounded, the statement 
said. 

The soldiers were attacked 
with fragmentation grenades 
and guns when they arrived at 
an alleged safe house used by 
drug gangs following a tip-off, 


the statement said. 

The shootout lasted through 
the night, and skirmishes were 
also reported elsewhere in the 
city, which is in Veracruz state. 

Six people were detained, 
as well as several weapons in¬ 
cluding 11 AK-47s, the army 
said. 

Blame for the massacre of 
72 Central and South Ameri¬ 
can migrants last week fell on 
the ruthless Zetas drug gang 
set up by former elite soldiers. 

Veracruz governor Fidel 
Herrera said it was "a rumor 
for now" that the Zetas were 
implicated in the Panuco 
clashes. 

Tamaulipas and the neigh¬ 
boring state of Nuevo Leon 
have become a growing battle¬ 
ground between the powerful 
Gulf cartel and its former ally, 
the Zetas.

Ecuador judge rescinds 
warrant against 
Colombia president 


QUITO, Ecuador (AFP) - An 
Ecuadoran judge yesterday re¬ 
voked an arrest warrant against 
Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos that was issued 
before he took office in con¬ 
nection with a 2008 Colombian 
raid on a FARC rebel camp. 

"The preventive prison 
order against Mr. Juan Manuel 
Santos is revoked," said Judge 
Daniel Mendez in Lago Agrio, 
the capital of Sucumbios 
province on the country's bor¬ 
der with Colombia. 

However, the judge said the 
investigation against Santos in 
connection with the raid "will 
continue, until the prosecutor 
presents his decision, either 
charging or absolving these 
persons." 

Before resigning the post to 
run for president, Santos was 
Colombia's defense minister. 
During his tenure he oversaw 
a March 1, 2008 military raid 


into Ecuadoran territory. 

The raid killed 25 rebels be¬ 
longing to the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC), including the group's 
number two Raul Reyes. An 
Ecuadoran national was 
among those killed. 

Though it was heralded as a 
major success in Colombia, the 
cross-border raid was de¬ 
nounced by Ecuador as a vio¬ 
lation of its sovereignty and 
prompted a diplomatic rift be¬ 
tween the South American 
neighbors. 

Ecuador issued warrants for 
the arrest of several Colombian 
officials accused of involve¬ 
ment in the raid, including mil¬ 
itary commander General 
Freddy Padilla de Leon. 

But relations between the 
two countries thawed in No¬ 
vember 2009, when they ex¬ 
changed charge d'affaires.

Exam 2011 


ORANJESTAD — Starting 
the new 2010-2011 school 
year, all state exams for 
Mavo/ Havo/VWO will be 
done according to the new 
format. State exams done in 
the new way encloses work¬ 
ing with a new profile. Exam¬ 
inees can choose between 
three different profiles, i.e. 
Human and Social Sciences, 
Nature Sciences and Human¬ 
ities. 

State Exam 2011 registra¬ 
tion will be from September 
1 to September 30, 2010. 
The registration forms are 
available as of September 1 at 
the Exam Bureau at Belgies- 
traat 2. 

The forms must be filled 
out completely and correctly 
and delivered at the Exam 
Bureau. Candidates who 
comply with all the rules of 
inscription and pass a screen¬ 
ing will be notified to pass at 
the Bureau to deliver all the 
necessary documents to com¬ 
plete the registration. 

All registrations delivered 
after September 30 or are not 
completely filled out will not 
come into remark for pro¬ 
cessing.

Curacao Isla refinery start-up 
moving forward 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao - 
Several minor units of Cura¬ 
cao's 335,000 barrel per day 
Isla refinery have restarted 
after being paralysed for 
months, but the key catalytic 
cracker will not start for se¬ 
veral weeks, it was reported. 

The facility has been out 
of action for five months be¬ 
cause of recurrent problems 
at the nearby utility plant that 
supplies it with water, elec¬ 
tricity and steam. 

The refinery would be op¬ 
erating normally by October 
if several boilers at the utility 
plant were repaired on time, 
according to a spokesperson. 

Venezuela's state oil com¬ 


pany PD VS A has run the Cu¬ 
racao-owned Isla refinery 
since 1985. Last year, a Cura¬ 
cao court ruled that PD VS A 
must upgrade the aging facil¬ 
ity to meet air quality stan¬ 
dards. 

PD VS A has in the past 
said it would like to buy Isla. 
The Isla plant represent more 
than 10 percent of the global 
capacity for PDVSA's world¬ 
wide refinery network. 

A massive tank depot next 
to the Curacao refinery site, 
which can hold up to 16 mil¬ 
lion barrels of crude oil, has 
become a key staging point 
for Venezuelan crude oil 
shipments to China. 



PAR wins Curacao elections, MFK 
second 


WILLEMSTAD - The PAR 
party of Curacao won Friday's 
island council elections with 
22,505 votes. Second runner 
up was the MFK with 15, 949 
votes.The Pueblo Soberano 
(PS) party came in third with 
13,881. 

Gerrit Schotte and his MFK 
party is still being viewed as 
the major winner of the elec¬ 


tions on Friday noting that his 
party is a new comer on the po¬ 
litical scent there. 

Leader of the PAR Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh El- 
hage stated on Saturday morn¬ 
ing that her coalition has been 
broken and that she will now 
start talks immediately to form 
the next government. 

It is now being speculated 


that the next government will 
consist of the PAR and the 
MFK as the PAR has 8 seats 
and the MFK 5, giving them 
enough to form a government 
by together. 

The PS managed to get 4 
seats, MAN 2, FOL 1 and the 
PNP 1 seat. 


Earl strengthens to major Caribbean 
hurricane 


CAROLINA, Puerto Rico — 
Hurricane Earl tore through 
the northern Caribbean yes¬ 
terday, escalating to Category 
3 status with winds up to 125 
miles an hour that downed 
power lines, damaged homes 
and sent hundreds of people 
fleeing to emergency shel¬ 
ters. 

The hurricane hit the 
smallest of the Leeward Is¬ 
lands — Antigua, Barbuda, 
St. Maarten and St. Martin — 
on Sunday, before veering to¬ 
ward the U.S. and British Vir¬ 
gin Islands and Puerto Rico. 

The National Weather 
Center said yesterday after¬ 
noon that the governments of 
Antigua and Barbuda had 
discontinued the tropical 
storm warning for both is¬ 
lands, as well as Montserrat, 
St. Kitts and Nevis. But later 
yesterday, Puerto Rico and its 
two island municipalities, 
Vieques and Culebra, were 
under a hurricane watch, as 
the system continued moving 
west. 

Gov. Luis Fortuno an¬ 
nounced the closing of all 
public schools and sent all 
public workers home. Most 
flights from the Luis Munoz 


Marin Airport in San Juan to 
the Leeward islands were 
canceled yesterday, leaving 
about 550 people stranded at 
the airport. 

As thousands were left 
without power in French is¬ 
lands hit earlier yesterday by 
the storm, US forecasters 
were eyeing Earl's path fear¬ 
ing it may churn westwards 
to brush the eastern US coast 
towards the weekend. 

Current forecast models 
have the storm lashing the 
eastern US coastline on Fri¬ 
day, possibly reaching as far 
north as the Canadian 
province of New Brunswick 
by Saturday. But it remained 
unclear whether it would 
make landfall. 

Midway through the an¬ 
nual Atlantic hurricane sea¬ 
son, the eye of the storm 
passed over the French is¬ 
lands of Saint Martin and 
Saint Barthelemy early yes¬ 
terday, bringing down trees 
and snapping power lines. 

The French company EDF 
estimated some 3,500 people 
were left without power in 
the two islands, and were 
planning to send in reinforce¬ 
ments from Martinique to re¬ 


pair downed lines. In Guade¬ 
loupe another 4,000 people 
had no electricity. 

Authorities said there 
were about 10,000 people 
without electricity and an¬ 
other 3,100 without running 
water. 

In St. Maarten, sand and 
debris littered the streets, and 
winds knocked down trees 
and electricity poles and 
damaged roofs. But a police 
spokesman said there was no 
extensive damage to property 

The center of Hurricane 
Earl was expected to whip 
past the northernmost Virgin 
Islands later yesterday, the 
Miami-based US center said 

Meanwhile, the National 
Hurricane Center said Tropi¬ 
cal Storm Fiona has formed 
in the Atlantic Ocean behind 
Hurricane Earl, which is bat¬ 
tering the northeastern 
Caribbean. 

Fiona formed east of the 
Leeward Islands yesterday 
afternoon and forecasters say 
a tropical storm watch may 
be required. 

The storm has winds of 40 
mph (65 kph) and is about 
890 miles (1,435 km) east of 
the Leeward Islands.

I'm sad he's been 
arrested, but hopefully he'll get 
out soon and we can have 
some champagne."

Nintendo to Drop 
Prices of DSi, DSi 
XL Starting Sept. 
12 

Nintendo on Monday said it 
will drop the price of its DSi 
XL and DSi portable gaming 
devices by $20 starting Sept. 
12 . 

The DSi system, previ¬ 
ously priced at $169.99, will 
be available for $149.99, 
while the DSi XL will drop 
from $189,999 to $169.99. 

The Nintendo DS Lite will 
continue to sell for $129.99. 

"We know shoppers want 
to get the maximum value out 
of every dollar they spend,” 
Cammie Dunaway, Nintendo 
of America's executive vice 
president of sales and market¬ 
ing, said in a statement. "Our 
new Nintendo DSi prices 
make it easier than ever for 
consumers to access the 
tremendous variety of games, 
applications, and social tools 
on the Nintendo DSi and 
Nintendo DSi XL systems.” 

The Nintendo DSi made 
its debut in April 2009 with 
new additions like a camera 
and larger, clearer screens. 
The DSi XL hit stores in late 
March, and the device in¬ 
cluded screens that were 93 
percent larger than the DSi, 
as well as a wider viewing 
angle. 

At the E3 gaming confer¬ 
ence this year, Nintendo 
showed off a 3D version of 
the DS, dubbed the 3DS. It 
was recently reported, how¬ 
ever, that the 3DS is not ex¬ 
pected to ship until March.

Report: Oxford Dic¬

New Type of El Nino 
Emerges as Climate 
Changes 

A relatively new type of El 
Nino, featuring warmer wa¬ 
ters in a different part of the 
Pacific Ocean, is becoming 
more common and stronger, 
according to a new study that 
suggests the development 
may help scientists tease out 
the relationship between El 
Nino’s and climate change. 

The warm surface waters 
of this El Nino type are in the 
central equatorial Pacific 
rather than in the eastern 
equatorial Pacific. The inten¬ 
sity of El Nino in the central 
Pacific has nearly doubled 
since 1982, with the most in¬ 
tense event occurring in 
2009-10, according to the 
study. 

The stronger El Nino is al¬ 
ternately known as the "Cen¬ 
tral Pacific El Nino,” 

"warm-pool El Nino,” "date¬ 
line El Nino” or "El Nino 
Modoki” - Japanese for "sim¬ 
ilar but different." Scientists 
say it helps explain a steady 
rise in central Pacific sea sur¬ 
face temperatures observed 
over the past few decades - a 
trend often attributed to 
global warming. 

"These results suggest cli¬ 
mate change may already be 
affecting El Nino by shifting 
the center of action from the 
eastern to the central Pacific," 
said study team member 
Michael McPhaden of the Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration in 
Seattle. "El Nino's impact on 
global weather patterns is dif¬ 
ferent if ocean warming occurs 
primarily in the central Pacific, 
instead of the eastern Pacific. 

"If the trend we observe 
continues," McPhaden added, 

"it could throw a monkey 
wrench into long-range 
weather forecasting, which is 
largely based on our under¬ 
standing of El Ninos from the 
latter half of the 20th cen¬ 
tury." 

Despite a rise in sea sur¬ 
face temperatures during El 
Nino years, no significant 
temperature increases were 
seen in years when ocean 


conditions were neutral or 
when El Nino's cool-water 
counterpart, La Nina, was 
present. 

"Our study concludes the 
long-term warming trend 
seen in the central Pacific is 
primarily due to more-intense 
El Nino rather than a general 
rise of background tempera¬ 
tures," said study team mem¬ 
ber Tong Lee of NASA's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, Calif. 

Scientists measured 
changes in El Nino intensity 
since 1982. They analyzed 
NOAA satellite observations 
of sea surface temperature, 
checked against and blended 
with directly measured ocean 
temperature data. The 
strength of each El Nino was 
gauged by how much its sea 
surface temperatures devi¬ 
ated from the average. 

Further research is needed 
to evaluate the impacts of 
these increasingly intense El 
Ninos and determine why 
these changes are occurring, 
Lee said. 

"It is important to know if 
the increasing intensity and 
frequency of these Central 
Pacific El Ninos are due to 
natural variations in climate 
or to climate change caused 
by human-produced green¬ 
house gas emissions," Lee 
said. 

El Nino, Spanish for "the 
little boy," is the oceanic 
component of a climate pat¬ 
tern (called the El Nino- 
Southern Oscillation) that 
appears in the tropical Pacific 
Ocean on average every three 
to five years. 

El Ninos can influence 
global weather patterns and 
the occurrence and frequency 
of hurricanes, droughts and 
floods. El Ninos can even 
raise or lower global temper¬ 
atures by as much as 0.4 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit (0.2 degrees 
Celsius). 

The study was detailed in 
the July 24 edition of the 
journal Geophysical Re¬ 
search Letters.

'could save 10,000 lives 


Heart pill 
a year' 

LONDON (AFP) - A pill for 
chest pains costing £10 a 
week could save the lives of 
thousands of heart failure pa¬ 
tients and dramatically re¬ 
duce hospital admissions, 
trial results published Mon¬ 
day suggest. 

Professor Martin Cowie, 
who led the UK-based part of 
the study, said the drug could 
prevent up to 10,000 deaths a 
year in the UK and described 
it as "a significant break¬ 
through”. 

The pill, ivabradine — also 
known under the brand name 
Procoralan — is already avail¬ 
able in the UK for angina. 

The trial involved more 
than 6,500 patients in 37 
countries, all with chronic 
heart failure and a high heart 
rate of at least 70 beats per 
minute, already on treatments 
such as beta-blockers. 

The results, presented 
Monday at the European So¬ 
ciety of Cardiology annual 
meeting in Stockholm and 
published in the Lancet med¬ 
ical journal, suggest that 
ivabradine could be used to 
treat thousands of patients 


with moderate to severe heart 
failure. 

Over two years, the drug 
cut trial patients' risk of death 
from heart failure by 26 per¬ 
cent and had a similar impact 
on the likelihood of being ad¬ 
mitted to hospital because of 
worsening symptoms. 

Prof Cowie, who is a con¬ 
sultant cardiologist at the 
Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London, said: ” We now know 
that more lives can be saved 
and improved simply by 
adding ivabradine to their 
current treatment in order to 
take some of the strain off the 
heart. 

"It is vital that the results 
of this study are implemented 
and ivabradine is used as part 
of standard heart failure treat¬ 
ment as soon as possible.” 

Unlike other treatments, 
ivabradine lowers the number 
of heart beats per minute 
without reducing blood pres¬ 
sure. It has a strong safety 
record, with fewer trial pa¬ 
tients taking it suffering seri¬ 
ous side effects than those on 
other medications. 

More than 700,000 people 


over the age of 45 live with 
heart failure, which occurs 
when damage to the heart 
leaves it too weak to pump 
blood efficiently round the 
body. It can lead to serious 
complications, and around 40 
percent of those affected die 
within a year. 

Treating heart failure uses 
up one to two percent of the 
total NHS budget each year, 
with direct medical costs 
alone reaching £625 million. 

Treating a single patient 
with ivabradine costs around 
£10 a week. 

But American expert Dr 
John Teerlink, from the Uni¬ 
versity of California in San 
Francisco, cautioned against 
rushing into adopting the 
treatment. 

He said there are "many 
unresolved questions” and 
additional clinical trials are 
needed. 

However, whether ivabra¬ 
dine can improve outcomes 
in addition to optimally man¬ 
aged heart failure therapies or 
its benefits relative to other 
therapies, especially beta 
blockers, remains unknown.

Google, AP reach content licensing 
agreement 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Google and the Associated 
Press announced yesterday 
they have reached a licensing 
agreement that will allow the 
search giant to continue host¬ 
ing content from the US news 
agency. 

The deal, terms of which 
were not disclosed, was con¬ 
cluded after what the AP de¬ 
scribed in a story as "months 
of sometimes thorny negotia¬ 
tions." It replaces an agree¬ 
ment that expired in January. 

The agreement allows 
Google to display AP content 
on such properties as Google 
News, the search giant’s popu¬ 
lar news aggregator. 

The Wall Street Journal, cit¬ 
ing "people familiar with the 


matter," said the agreement 
will allow Google News to 
host AP articles for "at least 
two more years" and for 
Google to pay the AP "in the 
seven figures annually." 

The newspaper said the AP 
had backed off certain de¬ 
mands including an attempt to 
have more of a say in how 
prominently AP content is fea¬ 
tured in search results. 

The AP, in a statement, said 
that under the agreement, the 
California-based Internet com¬ 
pany and New York-based 
news agency will "work to¬ 
gether in a number of new 
areas, such as ways to improve 
discovery and distribution of 
news." 

"We look forward to future 


US stocks drop amid 
for economy 


collaborations, including on 
ways Google and AP can work 
together to create a better user 
experience and new revenue 
opportunities," Google senior 
business product manager Josh 
Cohen said. 

Agence France-Presse and 
a number of other international 
news agencies also have li¬ 
censing agreements with 
Google. 

Google first entered into a 
licensing deal with AP in 2006. 

With the Google-AP nego¬ 
tiations at an impasse, Google 
in December stopped posting 
new AP content on Google 
News. AP content reappeared 
in February after the original 
agreement was extended.

Guyana to purchase lower- 
cost jet fuel from Venezuela 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AFP) - Guyana is to purchase 
lower-cost jet fuel from neigh¬ 
boring Venezuela to reduce air¬ 
fares and attract new airlines, 
President Bharrat Jagdeo said 
yesterday. 

He said the state-owned 
Guyana Oil Company would 
be used to import jet fuel from 
Venezuela and the country 
would benefit from increased 
passenger-flow even though 
profit would not be significant. 

"Even if they don't make 
much on the profit-margin, we 
get the benefit in cheaper 
travel and people coming 
home, and the departure taxes 
that they pay so you make it 
back on the other side and the 
tourism product grows," he 
told reporters. 

The jet fuel would not be 
purchased under the Petro- 
caribe concessionary oil-pay¬ 
ment facility, created by 
Venezuela in 2005. 

Sol and Texaco currently 
sell aviation jet fuel at five US 
dollars per gallon while 



Guyana hopes to purchase it 
for at least 2.35 per gallon. 

A group of Greek investors 
are planning to base an airline 
in Guyana that would fly to the 
Caribbean and North America. 

"If we can bring that (fuel) 
price down, it makes it very at¬ 
tractive to have a home-based 
airline," said Jagdeo. 

The Guyana government 
could get a free equity stake in 
a new Guyana-based Greek 
airline in exchange for tax con¬ 
cession. 

Guyana has consistently 
quarreled with the Trinidad 
and Tobago-owned Caribbean 
Airlines over its expensive 
fares. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
consumers are spending 
slightly more as their incomes 
are rising modestly, official 
data showed yesterday, doing 
little to dispel fears about the 
health of the economy. 

The Commerce Department 
said spending rose 0.4 percent 
in July as incomes rose 0.2 
percent, broadly in line with 
forecasts. 

Economists had expected 
spending to increase 0.3 per¬ 
cent and income to increase 
0.2 percent. 

"Spending growth was the 
fastest since March and the 
trend remains one of very mod¬ 
est growth," said Scott Hoyt of 
Moody's Economy.com. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks slumped yesterday 
over weak consumer spend¬ 
ing figures and ahead of key 
data later this week expected 
to show the US economic re¬ 
covery is slowing down. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 140.92 
points (1.39 percent) to 
10,009.73 in closing trade, 
while the broader S&P 500 
index lost 15.67 points (1.47 
percent) to 1,048.92. 

The tech-rich Nasdaq 
composite index shed 33.66 
points (1.56 percent) to 
2,119.97 as daily trade vol¬ 
ume remained low. 

Commerce Department 
data showed consumer 
spending rose 0.4 percent and 
incomes rose 0.2 percent last 
month, largely in line with

In a highly anticipated 
speech, Bernanke said that 
the sluggish pace of the US 
economic recovery was 
weaker than expected and 
promised "unconventional" 
steps to boost growth if the 
economic outlook "deterio¬ 
rated significantly." 

He nevertheless said that 
prospects for a US growth 
pick-up in 2011 appeared to 
"remain in place" despite a 
sharp cutback in the pace of 
second quarter economic ex¬ 
pansion.

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New York street food goes 
gourmet 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Carrot 
buns, lemon macaroons, 
golden veal cutlets and 
tamarind ice cream spiked 
with balsamic vinegar are 
taking New York by storm, as 
street carts trade working- 
class fare for delicacies. 

Websites, online social 
networks and especially 
micro-blogging website Twit¬ 
ter keep alive the trend, first 
launched on the West Coast. 

The tweets point gas¬ 
tronomes to where street carts 
serve up the best fare of the 
day. 

’’Remember guys, we'll b 
@ 52nd b/w 6th & 7th today 
@ 11:30-2. The sun is out. 
the mood is good, and the 
schnitz is fresh:) so come 
getcha sum,” tweeted Oleg 
Voss, a 28-year-old culinary 
school graduate and one-time 
investment banker. 

Voss, who says the brutal 
economic recession pushed 
him to make a career change 
and open a street cart in Man¬ 
hattan, counts some 5,400 
followers on Twitter. 

Dozens of them come 
each day to grab a bite of 
schnitzel — breaded meat or 


fish cutlets — from "Schnitzel 
& Things,” a brown and 
white cart Voss started with 
his 3 5-year-old brother, 
Gene. 

”1 had just been hired as an 
investment banker in Vienna 
when the recession began: 
last hired, I was the first 
fired,” recalled Voss, who 
also graduated from New 
York University's Stern 
School of Business. 

The Ukrainian-born entre¬ 
preneur decided to sell 
schnitzel after becoming a 
fan of the cutlets in Vienna. 
He serves them hand- 
pounded, lightly breaded and 
"fried to golden perfection” 
with mashed potatoes or 
french fries. 

"Here the veal is too ex¬ 
pensive, so I buy chicken or 
beef,” he told AFP while 
writing down orders from his 
clientele mainly consisting of 
young lawyers and bankers 
working in the neighborhood. 

’’But everything is top 
quality, the bread crumbs are 
put at the last minute, the fry¬ 
ing oil is organic and re¬ 
newed every day.” 

In addition to Voss's 


brother, two cooks work up 
the stoves in the back of the 
cart. They serve about 200 
meals per day, each sold for 
about 10 dollars. 

A little over a dozen 
’’gourmet” carts work up 
New York's streets, account¬ 
ing for less than 10 percent of 
the Big Apple's street food in¬ 
dustry. 

Many restaurateurs strug¬ 
gle to enter the market, only 
succeeding if they manage to 
prevail over an arduous 
process to obtain permits 
from the city. 

Grant Di Mille, who runs 
his ’’Street Sweets” cart with 
his wife Samira Mahboubian 
had to jostle with the ice¬ 
cream men ’’mafia” to keep 
his buns, croissants and cup¬ 
cakes business open. 

’’Three Mister Softee guys 
came and threatened to burn 
our truck,” said Di Mille, re¬ 
ferring to the half-century old 
franchisor of trucks serving 
up soft ice cream. 

He and his wife worked in 
marketing for two decades 
before launching their street 
cart nearly two years ago. 

”We wanted to have our 
own business,” said Iranian- 
born Mahboubian, who was 
inspired by her mother's con¬ 
fections. 

The couple finally got 
their permit, then made some 
friends in the New York po¬ 
lice force. Their business is 
now thriving. 

They prepare sweets for 
events organized by compa¬ 
nies and sports clubs, and 
also rent out a second truck to 
clients. 

Douglas Quint opted to 
open his "Big Gay Ice Cream 
Truck” in the summers to 
supplement his income as a 
bassoonist in Boston in win¬ 
ter. 

At the major downtown 
intersection of Union Square, 
he sells an array of surprising 
flavors: olive oil and sea salt, 
the "Salty Pimp” (vanilla ice 
cream, caramel, sea salt and 
chocolate dip), toasted cur¬ 
ried coconut, pumpkin butter, 
cardamom and elderflower 
syrup. 

"People love ice creams 
but all the others serve the 
same thing. I use a better ice 
cream, add a lot of layers. I 
convince people to try it and 
they love it! It's like running 
an open kitchen,” said Quint, 
39. 

"The trend is growing,” he 
concluded as he prepared to 
travel to San Francisco for a 
conference on street food.

Katy Perry revisits adolescence 
in 'Teenage Dream* 



PARIS (AFP) - Katy Perry 
made the world sit up and lis¬ 
ten for "kissing a girl”, in her 
2008 debut smash hit single, 
and her third and latest 
album "Teenage Dream”, hit¬ 
ting stores this month, again 
reveals her sassy side. 

The pop star's very first 
record, a Christian-gospel in¬ 
spired album released under 
her real name Katy Hudson, 
went unnoticed on its 2001 
release. 

But with the creation of 
pin-up persona Katy Perry 
the 25-year-old's career took 
off. Her second album, "One 
of the Boys,” has sold over 
five million copies world¬ 
wide in two years. 

It outlined the megastar's 
sexy new style, embodied by 
the single ”1 Kissed a Girl”, 
and "Teenage Dream” con¬ 
tinues to tread this path. 

In "Peacock,” the singer 
ambiguously stresses the 
second syllable, though in 
understated fashion in con¬ 
trast to pop rival Fady Gaga's 
more aggressively sexual 
style. 

”1 consider "Teenage 
Dream” to be the logical con¬ 
tinuation of my first album. I 
don’t think people want me 
to be anyone other than my¬ 
self,” Perry, the daughter of 
two pastors, said. 

The album sleeve cap¬ 
tures the performer's 
provocative but seldom vul¬ 


gar image, picturing a nude 
Perry lying on a cloud of cot¬ 
ton candy. 

Her fantasy world circled 
the globe in this summer's 
radio and music video chan¬ 
nel favourite single, "Califor¬ 
nia Gurls,” whose video 
features cookies and uncouth 
gummy bears living in har¬ 
mony with American gang¬ 
ster rapper Snoop Dogg. 

This colourful world was 
created, by the singer's own 
admission, as a response to 
Jay-Z and Alicia Keys more 
sombre ode to New York, 
"Empire State of Mind,” and 
its black and white video. 

"I love the vibe that Santa 
Barbara gives off and I 
wanted to really tap into the 
purity of my childhood,” the 
singer said of her decision to 
record the album in her Cal¬ 
ifornia home town. 

Opening with the title 
track, a love song celebrating 
the memory of adolescent 
stirrings, the album then goes 
on to explore the spectrum of 
teenage emotions, sometimes 
melancholic as in "The One 
That Got Away”, and some¬ 
times manic as in "Hum¬ 
mingbird Heart”. 

Perry's voice is occasion¬ 
ally lost in music in the first 
lighter section of the album. 
But in the second half the vo¬ 
cals shine through during the 
slower tempo tracks and 
when accompanied by piano 
on "Pearl” and "Not Fike the 
Movies.” 

"This record is at least as 
important, if not more, than 
the first because it will really 
show whether my success 
was due to luck, which I ab¬ 
solutely do not believe,” she 
said. 

Reviews so far show it set 
to be another best-seller for 
the young US star. 
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Soderling struggles but advances 
at US Open 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Roger 
Federer nearly saw the high¬ 
est-ranked obstacle in his path 
to the US Open semi-finals 
eliminated in the first round, 
but Robin Soderling survived 
a Monday struggle against a 
Grand Slam debutante. 

French Open runner-up 
Soderling outlasted 214th- 
ranlced Austrian qualifier An¬ 
dreas Haider-Maurer 7-5, 
6-3, 6-7 (2/7), 5-7, 6-4 after 
three hours and 52 minutes. 
He will next face American 
Taylor Dent or Colombian 
Alejandro Falla. 

Swedish fifth seed Soder¬ 
ling ousted Federer in a 
French Open quarter-final, 
ending the Swiss star's run of 
23 consecutive Grand Slam 
semi-finals, and the two are on 
course to meet in the US Open 
quarter-finals if form holds. 

Also advancing on day 
one of the year's last Slam 
were Russian sixth seed 
Nikolay Davydenko, who 
beat American Michael Rus¬ 
sell 6-4, 6-1, 6-3, and US 
ninth seed Andy Roddick, 
who ousted France's 
Stephane Robert 6-3, 6-2, 6- 
2 . 

World number two Fed¬ 
erer, seeking his 17th Grand 
Slam title and seventh con¬ 
secutive trip to the US Open 
final, was set to face Ar¬ 
gentina's Brian Dabul in a 


night match at Arthur 
Ashe Stadium. 

Federer's run of five 
consecutive US Open ti¬ 
tles was ended last year by 
Argentina's Juan Martin 
Del Potro, who is injured 
and not defending his title. 

Soderling squandered 
four match points in the 
third set but rallied in the 
fifth to dispatch 214th- 
ranked Haider-Maurer, a 
23-year-old who fired 34 
aces past the first top-10 
opponent of his career. 

Soderling, never be¬ 
yond the final eight at a 
US Open, fell behind 4-1 
but won six of the last 
seven games in the first 
set and seized a 4-1 edge 
en route to taking the sec¬ 
ond set as well. 

Haider-Maurer saved 
four match points in the 
third set and jumped to a 
6-1 lead in the tie-break to 
force a fourth set. When 
Soderling netted a forehand 
smash to surrender a break 
and the fourth set, he was 
pushed to the brink. 

Soderling broke in the fifth 
game of the final set and 
served out for the triumph, al¬ 
though Haider-Maurer hit 58 
winners to Soderling's 44 and 
made 65 unforced errors to 74 
by the Swede, who felt fine 
despite the endurance test. 

Davydenko, whose best 
US Open runs came in 2006 
and 2007 when he lost to 
eventual champion Federer 
in the semi-finals, will next 
face Frenchman Richard 
Gasquet, who defeated Ger¬ 
many's Simon Greul 6-3, 6-4, 
6 - 2 . 

Davydenko was sidelined 
for three months with a bro¬ 
ken left wrist suffered at In¬ 
dian Wells last March and 
has struggled since then, win¬ 
ning back-to-back matches 
only once to leave him uncer¬ 
tain about stamina if five sets 
are needed. 

Roddick advanced on his 
28th birthday, saying, "It's a 
number. I'm barely older than 
I was yesterday", and indi¬ 
cated he is still feeling the ef¬ 
fects of mononucleosis that 
has slowed him for months.

Clijsters out for more Grand 
Slam glory 


NEW YORK (AFP) - By 
most standards, Kim Clijsters 
has enjoyed a stellar year in 
2010, but she says that the 
frustrations are building up 
and notably with her perform¬ 
ances in the big tournaments. 

The 27-year-old Belgian, 
who ended a two-year long re¬ 
tirement 13 months ago and 
promptly won her second US 
Open title, has won three 
WTA Tour titles this year, the 
last coming at Cincinnati ear¬ 
lier this month. 

But a devastating 6-0, 6-1, 
third round loss to Nadia 
Petrova in the Australian 
Open was followed by non¬ 
participation due to injury at 
the French Open and a quar¬ 
ter-final loss to Vera 
Zvonareva at Wimbledon. 

For Clijsters, that is not 
good enough. 

"It's been frustrating that I 
haven't been able to play the 
French and playing that horri¬ 
ble match at the Australian 
Open to me was frustrating," 
she said. 

"But at the time, I was like, 
'OK, it's my second Grand 
Slam and I just have to get 
back into it.' 

"And then at Wimbledon 
there was the match where 
I've never been more disap¬ 
pointed after a loss than that 
match against Zvonareva. 

"So, of course in my situa¬ 
tion now, because I don't play 
that full schedule, I really 
want to do well in those big¬ 
ger tournaments, whether it's 
the Grand Slams or Indian 
Wells, Miami, those big tour¬ 
naments. 

"When you get a taste of 
winning tournaments, you ob¬ 
viously want to do it also in 
the big tournaments." 

Clijsters, who opened her 
US Open campaign with a 6- 
0, 7-5 win over Greta Am of 
Hungary, is aware that a year 



on from her stunning achieve¬ 
ment of last year, things have 
moved on. 

Twelve months ago, she 
felt more in the dark over how 
she would match up to the top 
players having been out of the 
game for over two years and 
in turn she was something of 
a unknown quantity for them. 

Also, the challenges for 
Clijsters have changed. 

Serena Williams is out in¬ 
jured and sister Venus has not 
played since Wimbledon be¬ 


cause of a knee injury. Dinara 
Safina is already out of the 
tournament, losing in the first 
round to Daniela Hantuchova 
as she stmggles to comeback 
from a serious back injury. 

Instead, the top seeding in 
the tournament has gone to 
Caroline Wozniacki, the 
young Dane that Clijsters de¬ 
feated in last year's final. 

That situation has led to 
some charges that she is unde¬ 
serving of the honour, never 
having won a Grand Slam 
title. 

Wozniacki, who opens on 
Tuesday against young Amer¬ 
ican Chelsey Gullickson, be¬ 
lieves otherwise. 

"I don't think there is any 
pressure because I think the 
pressure is when you're on the 
spot and you don't feel like 
you belong there, don't think 
you deserve to be there. 

"I think I deserve to be 
where I am and I think that I'm 
feeling comfortable there." 

India's Sania Mirza contin¬ 
ued her mn of good form in 
New York by defeating 
Michelle Farcher de Brito of 
Portugal 6-3, 6-2 in a US 
Open first-round tie on Mon¬ 
day.

Manny to White Sox on 
waivers a done deal 



ISTANBUL (AFP) - The 
United States narrowly 
avoided a shock upset at the 
hands of Group B rivals 
Brazil to come through 70-68 
winners at the World Basket¬ 
ball Championships here on 
Monday. 

With just two groups in 
action all eyes were focusing 
on USA and Brazil, in one of 
the clashes of the tournament 
to date. 

After cruising in their 
opening two games, USA 
were caught off guard by 
Brazil early with Tiago Split¬ 
ter (13 points, 10 rebounds) 
and Marcus Viera (16 points) 
rattling the American defence 
for a 46-43 half-time lead. 

The USA were able to re¬ 
gain the lead in the third 
quarter, going into the final 
quarter just 2 points in arrears 
insuring an exciting finale. 

The drama prevailed, with 
Kevin Durant (27 points, 10 
rebounds) fouling Marcelo 
Huertas as he attempted to tie 
the game up at 70-70. 

Missing his first from the 
foul line, Huertas then 
missed his second on pur¬ 
pose, rebounding his own 
shot before off loading to 
team-mate Leandro Barbosa 
under the hoop. Barbosa 
could not make the shot al¬ 
lowing the USA to hold on. 

In the big group C clash of 
the day Slovenia were able 
turn around a 5 point half 
time deficit to prevail 91-84 
over Croatia. 

The Croats fell apart in the 
third quarter, managing just 
15 points compared to the 
Slovenians 26. 

It was an all round im¬ 
proved team effort from the 
Slovenians after their heavy 


defeat to the USA on Sunday, 
with four players ending the 
game in double figures (Uros 
Slokar 15, Jaka Lakovic 15, 
Bostjan Nachbar 11, Goran 
Dragic 14). 

Group B also saw the 
clash of the two teams yet to 
record a win - Iran and 
Tunisia. 

Tunisia started slowly and 
were never able to recover 
with Iranian Hamed Haddadi 
impressing with a 23 point, 
13 rebound performance to 
lead his team to a comfort¬ 
able 71-58 victory. 

In another mismatch Aus¬ 
tralia walked over exhausted 
Group A rivals Germany 78-43. 

Both sides experienced re¬ 
verse fortunes Sunday with 
Australia shocked by Ar¬ 
gentina, as Germany won a 
thriller in overtime against 
Serbia. 

Australian youngster 
Patrick Mills wore down an 
already tired Germany with 
his blistering pace to ensure 
he would finish with 16 
points and 7 assists. 

"It was just a matter of 
time," Australian team mem¬ 
ber Brad Newley said of his 
team finally playing to ex¬ 
pectations. 

"We’ve been playing too 
well the past three months to 
let it all go in one game." 

In other group A action, 
Serbia and Argentina 
recorded easy wins over Jor¬ 
dan and Angola respectively. 

Dusko Savanovic and 
Marko Kaselj led the Serbs 
with 21 points each while 
Kosta Perovic finished with 
20 in their 112-69 victory. 
Luis Scola would top-score 
with 32 for Argentina in their 
90-70 win. 


Manny Ramirez's days in 
Dodger blue ended yesterday, 
when Los Angeles let him go 
to the Chicago White Sox on 
a waiver claim. 

Ramirez was acquired via 
a pure waiver claim, meaning 
there will be no players going 
to the Dodgers. The White 
Sox confirmed the transac¬ 
tion via a press release. 

The White Sox on Friday 
won the exclusive rights to 
Ramirez over claims by 
Texas and Tampa Bay be¬ 
cause Chicago has the lesser 
record of the three. The 
Dodgers had until Tuesday 
morning to exercise one of 
three options: work out a 
trade with the White Sox, 
pull him off waivers and keep 
him or let him go and get 
nothing back in return. The 
Dodgers opted for the latter 
option. 

The White Sox moved 
right-hander Jake Peavy to 
the 60-man disabled list to 


make room on the 40-man 
roster for Ramirez. 

Ramirez was initially re¬ 
ported to be seeking a contract 
extension in return for waiv¬ 
ing a no-trade clause, which 
includes waiver claims, with 
the White Sox balking at that 
request. Apparently the exten¬ 
sion was dropped when 
Ramirez saw that he had be¬ 
come a bench player with the 
Dodgers. Eligible for free 
agency after the season, he has 
a better chance to audition for 
a job for next year as a full¬ 
time designated hitter for the 
White Sox, who will be re¬ 
sponsible for the remaining 
$3.8 million on his contract. 

The 38-year-old, a 12-time 
All-Star who ranks 14th 
among baseball's all-time 
leaders with 554 career home 
runs, will move back to the 
American League, where he 
played parts of 16 seasons, 
hit 510 of those homers and 
won two World Series rings 


with the Red Sox. He will be¬ 
come Chicago's primary des¬ 
ignated hitter over the 
season's final 32 games, and 
the team hopes it gets a moti¬ 
vated talent, just as the 
Dodgers did when they ac¬ 
quired him from the Red Sox 
in a July 2008 Trade Dead¬ 
line deal. 

Ramirez tore up the Na¬ 
tional League after the trade, 
hitting .396 with 17 homers 
and 53 RBIs in 53 games as 
the Dodgers won the NL West 
and advanced to the Champi¬ 
onship Series, which they lost 
to the Phillies in five games. 

Probably not coinciden¬ 
tally, the Dodgers decided to 
let the White Sox take 
Ramirez and his $4.3 million 
in remaining salary shortly 
after his final act as a Dodger 
— getting ejected from Sun¬ 
day's 10-5 loss to the Rockies 
after one pitch while pinch- 
hitting with the bases loaded 
in the sixth inning. 
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Clemens pleads not guilty on 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - For¬ 
mer ace pitcher Roger 
Clemens pleaded not guilty 
Monday to charges of perjury 
and obstruction of Congress in 
a probe of doping in baseball. 

Clemens appeared before 
US District Judge Reggie 
Walton for an arraignment on 
six counts of lying to Con¬ 
gress when he denied taking 
performance-enhancing 
drugs in a 2008 hearing be¬ 
fore US lawmakers. 

"Not guilty, your honor,” a 
somber-looking Clemens 
said when asked for his plea. 
A trial was tentatively set for 
April 5 after lawyers said 
they needed to review vast 
amounts of evidence. 

Lead defense attorney 
Rusty Hardin said Clemens 



agreed to waive his right to a 
speedy trial because of the 
’’voluminous” amounts of ev¬ 
idence that his team wanted 
to examine. 

This includes ”a good deal 
of scientific evidence that 
needs to be tested,” Hardin 
said in court. 


Lead prosecutor Steven 
Durham said the government 
was prepared to meet the re¬ 
quests for evidence and re¬ 
ceived the judge’s permission 
to hand over evidence from a 
grand jury investigation that 
resulted in Clemens being in¬ 
dicted August 19. 

The judge set a status 
hearing for December 8 and 
said another hearing would 
be held March 28 to allow the 
defense to submit motions in 
the case. 

Clemens faces a maxi¬ 
mum of 30 years in prison 
and a 1.5 million-dollar fine 
if convicted on all charges, 
but sentencing guidelines 
would typically mean he 
would face between 15 or 21 
months in prison.

FIFA inspectors finish their Euro 


tour in Madrid 

MADRID (AFP) - A delega- 
tion of FIFA inspectors ar¬ 
rived in the Spanish capital 
on Monday on the last leg of 
their European tour of bid¬ 
ders to host the 2018/2022 
World Cup.

Clemens, a seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner as top 
pitcher, contradicted his for¬ 
mer trainer, Brian McNamee, 
at a February 2008 hearing be¬ 
fore the House of Representa¬ 
tives Committee on Oversight 
and Government Reform. 

McNamee said he injected 
Clemens with steroids and 
human growth hormone more 
than 30 times between 1998 
and 2001. 

The indictment says 
Clemens obstructed a con¬ 
gressional inquiry, lied to 
Congress and committed per¬ 
jury with 15 statements made 
under oath, including his de¬ 
nials of ever taking human 
growth hormone or steroids. 

Clemens, 48, won 354 
games and struck out 4,672 
batters while compiling a 
3.12 career earned-run aver¬ 
age over 23 major league sea¬ 
sons with the Boston Red 
Sox, New York Yankees, 
Toronto Blue Jays and Hous¬ 
ton Astros. 


Spain, who won the World 
Cup for the first time in South 
Africa this summer, have a 
joint bid to host the tourna¬ 
ment with Portugal. 

’’We’ve started to work 
with the organising bid com¬ 
mittee of Spain and Portugal, 
we’ve received a complete 
presentation and all the re¬ 
quested information has been 
received by us,” delegation 
chief Harold Mayne-Nicholls 
told a press conference. 

’’These are the last Euro¬ 
pean countries that we’re vis¬ 
iting, the seventh candidate, 
the United States and Qatar 
are remaining. 

”Our aim is to prepare the 
most objective report possible 
for the FIFA executive com¬ 
mittee who will decide on De¬ 
cember 2 where the 2018 and 
2022 World Cups will be 
played,” added the Chilean. 

The next World Cup will 
take place in Brazil in four 
years time. 

The candidates to host the 
2018 World Cup are England, 
Russia, the United States, 
with joint bids from 
Spain/Portugal and the 

Netherlands/Belgium. 

Bids for the 2022 events 
have been received from 

Australia, England, the 

Netherlands/Belgium, Japan, 
South Korea, Qatar, Russia, 
Spain/Portugal and the
